US soldier Manning 
found guilty of 

espionage 


FORT MEADE (AFP) - 
American soldier Bradley 
Manning was found guilty of 
espionage an Tuesday for 
leaking US government se¬ 
crets, but he was cleared of 
the most serious charge that 
he wilfully helped Al-Qaeda 

Manning, in full military 
uniform, showed little emo¬ 
tion as he heard Ins fate in a 
nine-minute judgment that 
could still see him jailed for a 
total of 136 years for handing 
classified information to 
WikiLeaks, the anti-secrecy 
web site headed by Julian As¬ 
sange. 

Tuesday's verdict follows 
an exh au sti ve two -m d nth 
court martial at the Fort 
Meade military b ase in Mary¬ 
land, near the US capital. 

M anni ng 1 s sent en cm g, 
which could take up to one 
month of further court time, 
will begin Wednesday. 


The 25-year-old US Army 
private was working as an in¬ 
telligence analyst near Bagh¬ 
dad when he was arrested 
more than three years ago 
and he has been in military 
custody ever since. 

Having admitted earlier 
tins year that he had p assed a 
trove of 700,ODD documents 
to WikiLeaks, Manning's cul¬ 
pability was no longer in 
question and he was ulti¬ 
mately found guilty of all but 
two of the 22 offenses far 
which he was tried. 

But he was cleared of the 
court martial's most contro¬ 
versial charge, that of "aiding 
the enemy" 

Government lawyers ar¬ 
gued that the soldier exhib¬ 
ited malign intent in 
transmitting the files to Wik- 
iLsaks, which later published 
them, much to the embarrass¬ 
ment of the United States and 
its allies

Hie condition is de¬ 
fined as being of a height Df 
less than 4TO" when a fully 
grown adult, though 
dwarfism is evident from 
birth. 

CEDEHM invites any 
other individuals of short 
stature to please inquire at 
their o ffi ce s in Gran] e sta d i e - 
garding forming a social and 
support group. The island 
could use the valuable infor¬ 
mation of recording how 
many actually live an Aruba, 
their issues and their needs. 

Though there is a support 
organization in the U.S 
called Little People af Amer¬ 
ica. Ms. Brown explained 
that the term "Hende Chikito" 
(Little People) commonly 
used in die region to describe 
people like Ms Odor, has 
come to have rather negative

The meeting in Washing¬ 
ton came a day after Clinton 
shared a closed-door lunch 
with President Barack 
Obama, who defeated her in 
a hard-fought BODS primary 
before recruiting her to be the 
top US diplomat 

Clinton, who has yet to say 
whether she will seek tire pres¬ 
idency again, is already widely 
viewed as a frontrunner for tire 
Democratic nomination 

Biden, who ran unsuccess¬ 
fully for the Democratic 
nomination in 19ES and 
2D 03, has hinted at a possible 
2D Id run. 

The two had breakfast at 
the Naval Observatory, the 
vice president's residence in 


Washington.

Tire US president is lim¬ 
ited to two four-year terms, 
meaning Obama will leave 
office in January 2017 

Earlier this year Clinton 
fielded a flurry of media 
questions about her inten¬ 
tions by saying only that she 
wanted rest and relaxation 
after a grueling run as secre¬ 
tary of state. 

Gut since stepping down

Israelis, Palestinians seek

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
After a three-year stalemate, 
Israeli and Palestinian nego¬ 
tiators on Tuesday set them¬ 
selves an ambitious goal to 
reach a long elusive peace 
deal within nine months 

Standing side-by-side 
with US Secretary of State 
John Kerry who has dragged 
them back to the negotiating 
table, officials from both 
sides said it was time to end 
their decades-old conflict 

"I can assure you that in 
these negotiations, it's not our 
intention to argue about the 
past, but to create solutions 
and make decisions for the 
future," Israeli chief negotia¬ 
tor Tzipi Livm told her Pales¬ 
tinian counterpart Saeb 
Erakat. 

Both sides have agreed to 
meet again 'within the next 
two weeks," Kerry said, ei¬ 
ther in Israel or die Palestin- 
l an tern ton es to begin formal 
negotiations. 

"Our objective will be to 
achieve a final status agree¬ 
ment over the course of the 
next nine months," he added 


after hosting two days of 
talks m Washington. 

He again urged compro¬ 
mise, saying "reasonable, 
principled compromise in the 
name of peace means that 
everybody stands to gain, 
each side has a stake in the 
other's success, and everyone 
can benefit from the divi¬ 
dends of peace. 

"We cannot pass along to 
another generation the re¬ 
sponsibility of ending a con¬ 
flict that is in our power to 
resolve in Dur tune "

BP said it had increased the estimated amount of cash needed 
to compensate businesses and individuals from $8.2 billion to

This means that just $300 million is left out of the $20 billion 
Deepwater Horizon Oil Spill Trust fund, which was created by 
BP to settle legal obligations stemming from the catastrophe.

NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
New York's bid to ban. giant, 
sugary sodas an public health 
grounds suffered anew setback 
on Tuesday when an appeals 
court upheld a ruling striking 
down the proposed legislation. 

M ayorMich ael Bl o oinb erg, 
who has championed the meas¬ 
ure as part of the fight against 
an obesity epidemic and ram¬ 
pant diabetes, immediately an¬ 
nounced tliat he would take die 
fight to a higher court. 

N ew York's Ba ard o f Health 
agreed in September 2012 to re¬ 
strict soda servings to a maxi 
mum of Id ounces (4 70 
milliliters) in restaurants and 
other venues in the city, includ¬ 
ing sports stadiums and music 
venues. 

But the initiative, which at¬ 
tracted global attention and 
would have been a first for a 
US city, was blocked as “arbi¬ 
trary and capricious'" by a lower 
court ruling in March, just 
hour's before it was due to come 
into force. 

That ruling was upheld on 
Tuesday by the New York State 
Supreme Couit'sApellate Division 

Bloomberg has made health 
issues a key plank of Ins 12- 
year reign at City Hall, which 
comes to an end in November. 

He has banned smoking m

Opponents argued the move 
would infringe civil liberties 
while supporters pointed to die 
well-established link between 
die consumption of sugar-rich 
dnnks and both obesity and 
Type 2, or adult-onset, diabetes.

"We offer the opportunity 
to be seen and treated by 
qualified doctors without the 
delays that one would en¬ 
counter while trying to visit a 
doctor in Canada. 

Cuba welcomed 2.S mil¬ 
lion tounsts in 2D 12, accord¬ 
ing to official figures. There 
are no figures however on 
how many of those foreigners 
c ame sp e ci fi c ally for me di c al 
treatment. 

"Cuba has the best doctors 
in tlie world,' said Maradona 
after being treated for drug 
addiction. 

The Argentine football leg¬ 
end, who befriended Fidel 
Castro, was so enamored 
with the island that he has a 
tattoo of Che Guevara on Ins 


right shoulder and an image 
of Fidel tattooed on his left 
ankle.

US fihanciai regulators 
pressed for quicker reforms 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
senators pressed regulators on 
Tuesday to speed up imple¬ 
mentation of financial service 
industry reforms aimed at re¬ 
ducing risks from transactions 
like derivatives swaps that 
contributed to the 2007 finan¬ 
cial crisis. 

Mary Jd White, head of the 
Securities and Exchange Com¬ 
mission, which is charged with 
regulating US markets and se¬ 
curities, told the Senate Bank¬ 
ing Committee she hoped to 
roll out many rules that protect 
investors and consumers tins 
year 

Tire SEC is overseeing im¬ 
plementation of dozens of new 
regulations laid out in the 
Dodd-Frank Wall Street Re¬ 
form Act of 2010, winch 
sou gilt to tighten regulations 
on broad sections of the finan¬ 
cial services industry in the af¬ 
termath of the financial crisis 

Among them are the much- 
anticipated regulations on the 
so-called Volcker Rule, a seg¬ 
ment of Dodd-Frank aimed at 
keeping banks from specula¬ 
tive trades in their own ac¬ 
counts, a tactic that led to the 
worst financial downturn since 
the Great Depression 

Asked specifically about a 
time line for the Volcker rule- 
making, White said, "that may 
be completed by year-end." 

Also under final crafting are 
new rules on the application of 
Dodd-Frank to cross-border, 
security-based swap transac¬ 
tions 
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But White said die SEC was 
short-staffed, and two new two 
new commissioners were just 
taking up their posts on the 
five-member body 
"I'm not saying every single 
one will be done by year-end, 11 
she said of the various reforms, 
which include regulations on 
small business filing require¬ 
ments, the relatively new prac¬ 
tice of crowdfunding, and 
disclosures of chief executive 
salaries. 

"Having just passed Dodd- 
Frank's third anniversary, there 
is still considerable work to be 
done," Senator Michael Crap a, 
the committee's top R.epubli- 
can, told the hearing 
Gary Gensier, chairman of 
the Commodity Futures Trad¬ 


ing Commission which over¬ 
sees the complex environment 
of swap deals, testified along 
with White. 

While Gensier said the 
CFTC has "not slued away 
from bringing cases against 
large banks" that break the 
rules, he and White bemoaned 
the comparatively low level of 
funding for their agencies. 

"I would say our enforce¬ 
ment resources are tiny com¬ 
pared to the size of the 
markets," Gensier said. 

"The American public put 
$ 1 SO billion into AIG," he 
said, referring to the 2DOS 
bailout of the insurance giant 

"That's 600 times what the 
president asked for funding for 
our agency" 


Liechtenstein bank 
pays millions to settle 
US tax dispute 


GENEVA (AFP) - Liechten¬ 
stein's oldest bank said Tues¬ 
day it would pay nearly $25 
million to settle a dispute with 
US tax authorities over its sus¬ 
pected role in helping clients 
dodge US taxes 

After months of negotia¬ 
tions, it said it had agreed to 
hand over $23 S million (IS 
million euros) to US authori¬ 
ties, which m turn will refrain 
from any legal actions against 
the bank, it said 

Tire amount was meanwhile 
less than half the 147.2 milllon 
the bank said it had put aside 
m its 2012 and 2013 interim 
books aimed at settling the 
drawn-out row 

The US Justice Department 
and a New York District Attor¬ 
ney's office have been probing 
whether LLB Vaduz had used 
Liechtenstein's hanking se¬ 
crecy practices to help US 
clients violate US tax and se¬ 
curity laws 

In addition to dropping their 
investigation, the US authori¬ 
ties had agreed not to impose 
any fines or criminal penalties 
on the bank, it said 


LLB Vaduz said it would p ay 
back the $1(5.3 million gross 
profit it had made on transac¬ 
tions with undeclared assets 
held by US clients between 
2001 and 2012 -- nearly all of it 
to US tax authorities, with only 
$400,000 gomg to their Liecht¬ 
enstein counterparts. 

And it would pay another 
$7 5 million to Washington to 
compensate for lost tax rev¬ 
enues during the same period, 
die bank said. 

The United States would 
meanwhile acknowledge that. 
Liechtenstein's second largest 
bank had voluntarily taken 
measures before the investiga¬ 
tion began to root out US 
clients with hidden funds, the 
statement said. 

The bank said the agreement 
would have no impact on its in¬ 
come statement and that it had 
also set aside provisions for fur¬ 
ther negotiations over a separate 
dispute between Washington 
audits Swiss wing 

Liechtenstein and Switzerland 
have traditionally been prime 
destinations for undeclared 
funds due to their long sacro¬ 
sanct banking secrecy practices.

US fines Wyeth 
$490.9 mn for illegal 
drug marketing 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Wyeth Pharmaceuticals has 
pleaded guilty to misbranding 
a drug tliat prevents the rejec¬ 
tion of organ transplants and 
agreed tD pay $490.9 million, 
the US Justice Department 
said Tuesday. 

The $490 9 million will re¬ 
solve Wyeth's criminal and 
civil liability stemming from 
the unlawful marketing of the 
prescription drug Rapamune 
for uses not approved as safe 
and effective by the US Food 
and Drug Administration. 

Wyeth was acquired by US 
drug giant Pfizer in 2 DO9. 

In 1999, Wyeth received ap¬ 
proval from the FDA for Ra¬ 
pamune use in renal, or 
kidney, transplant patients 
The immunosuppressive drug 
prevents the body's immune 
system from rejecting a trans¬ 
planted organ 

Wyeth was accused of train¬ 
ing its Rapamune sales force 
in the United States to pro¬ 
mote the use of she drug in 


non-renal organ transplants 
and encouraged them to offer 
financial incentives to target 
all types of transplant patients 
to boost sales 

The FDA had not author¬ 
ized the so-called “off-label" 
uses. 

"Tins was a systemic, cor¬ 
porate effort to seek profit 
over safety Companies that 
ignore compliance with FDA 
regulations will face criminal 
prosecution and stiff penal¬ 
ties," Sanford Coats, US attor¬ 
ney for the Western District of 
Oklahoma, said in a statement. 

Wyeth pleaded guilty to a 
criminal a misbranding viola¬ 
tion and has agreed to pay a 
criminal fine and forfeiture to¬ 
taling $233 5 million, the Jus¬ 
tice Depailment said. 

The company, under a plea 
agreement that has been ac¬ 
cepted by the US District 
Court m Oklahoma City, also 
has agreed to pay a criminal 
fine of $157.53 million and 
forfeit assets of 576 million

'Smart* homes open doors to 
hackers 



SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Smart homes that let resi¬ 
dents control alarms, locks 
and more over the internet are 
opening doors for crooks 
with hacker skills according 
to computer security special¬ 
ists. 

'The smart home trend is 
growing, and it evolves 
quickly into a story of secu¬ 
rity," Trust wave managing 
consultant Daniel Crowley 
told AFP. 

Connecting things to a 
network opens up a whole 
range of vectors of attack, 
and when you are talking 
da or lacks, garage doors, and 


alarm controls it gets scary." 

Crowley and Trustwave 
colleague David Bryan found 
security "pretty poor" on the 
home networking devices 
they studied. 

"'If someone can access 
your home network, but 
doesn't have a key to your 
home, they can still unlock 
your door and get m," Crow¬ 
ley said of what he found in 
gear on the market. 

Trustwave researchers will 
share their findings Thursday 
wi tli peers at a premier Black 
Hat security conference in 
Las Vegas and at the infa¬ 
mous Def Con hacker gather¬ 


ing taking place m that city 
through the weekend. 

A vulnerability of particu¬ 
lar concern to the researchers 
was that once hackers joined 
la cal home networks, perhaps 
throu gh poo rly p rotect ed 
wireless routers or using mal¬ 
ware slipped onto computers, 
they could control devices 
with no password or other au¬ 
thentic ati o n re qui r ed. 

"The fact that you need to 
be on someone's local net¬ 
work to exploit these things is 
not. as big a hurdle as you'd 
imagine," Crowley said 

And the trend of providing 
people with smartphone ap¬ 
plications fo r contr oiling 
smart home devices while 
away means that crooks who 
hack into handsets could po¬ 
tentially grab the reins, ac¬ 
cording to the researchers 

There are also ways to use 
computer IP" numbers to 
figure out real-world ad¬ 
dresses, and some smart 
home applications, them¬ 
selves, reveal location infor¬ 
mation, according to 
Trustwave. 

Combing that capability 
with hacking tools could put 
an Internet age twist on home 
burglaries, the researchers 
said.

TOKYO (AFP) - The head of 
Japan's juda authority an¬ 
nounced Ins resignation on 
Tuesday after the spoil suf¬ 
fered a series of scandals in¬ 
cluding abusive coaching, 
sexual harassment and misuse 
of funds 

Haruki (Jemura. head of the 
All Japan Judo Federation 
(AJJF), told a news conference 
that he would officially step 
dawn next month .along with 
tw r o other board members. 

The announcement came 
after the government last week 
took the rare step of calling on 
the federation to overhaul its 
management to atone for the 
scandals 

Japan's judo community was 


rocked in January tins year 
when it emerged the coach of 
the national women's team was 
found to have used a bamboo 
sword to beat athletes, calling 
Ins charges "ugly" and telling 
them to "die" in the run-up to 
the London Olympics. 

The coach later resigned. 

In April, judo officials were 
accused of improperly receiv¬ 
ing government coaching sub¬ 
sidies. 

The following month the 
federation said it was consid¬ 
ering expelling one of its direc¬ 
tors for life following the 
revelation that he made un¬ 
wanted sexual advances to¬ 
ward a female athlete in 2011
